in union elections. But many of his 
most stringent ones arc omitted.

ously,set by Senate leaders. 


If finally enacted, the bill would 


bring about the broadest changes 
in basic labor law since the Tuft-

1. Tlcquiro complete public vc 


porting of union financial data, of 
conllict-of-interes', transactions by 
union officers, and of spending by 
employers on improper anti-union 
activities. There would be crimi- 
nal penalties for false reports. 


2. Make a secret ballot manda- 


tory, for election of local union ol- 
Jicers uiid for national union offi- 
cers or delegates who elect them 
at conventions. National union of- 
ficers would be limited to five- 
year terms and local officers to 
terms of four years. Election no- 
tices would have to ibe 
sent to 


all union members 15 days in ad- 
vance of voting.
